Thi»  modern 
iiinoTation  is  clearly  a  result  of  tbo  cheap  proJuction  of  acetic  acid  by  a  method 
which  does  not  involve  fermentation  with  mycoderma  aceti.  Acetic  acid  i*  now  made 
I'.'inmercially  as  a  product  of  the  de>lruotive  distilintion  of  wood.  Since  acetic  acid 
IS  the  mo-it  important  coniiwnent  of  vinegar,  why  may  not  refined  acetic  acid,  no 
iii.ittiT  what  its  origin,  fie  eniploycd  in  vinegar  iiianufacturcJ  If  rc<;titipd  spirits  may 
lie  used  in  the  nianufacturo  of  whiskey,  thero  would  seem  to  be  no  valid  reason  for 
.oiiik'miiing  retincd  ucetie  ai-id  us  u  basis  for  vinegar.  Just  as  the  German,  or  Quick 
viuL'giir  process  was,  in  1&23,  looked  upon  as  an  improvement  upon  the  older  methods 
(if  j-pontaneous  souring,  so  may  not  the  obtaininK  of  acetic  acid  from  other  sources 
tban  alcohol  bo  regarded  as  a  further  improvement  in  vinegar  production? 

In  the  latest  (Eleventh)  edition  of  tho  flncyclopa'dia  Britannica,  vinegar  is 
ilcfincil  ns  '  A  dilute  solution  of  impure  acetic  acid,  preparetl  by  the  acetous  fermen- 
tation of  alcohol,  or  of  such  substanies,  which  yield  alcohol  when  suitably  decomposed 
(ordinary  vinegar),  or  obtained  from  the  products  resulting  on  Uie  dry  distillation  of 
wond  (woo<l  vinegar).'  The  following  explanation  is  given:  'Ordinary  or  table 
\  inegurs,  which  contain  in  addition  to  acetic  acid,  small  quantities  of  alcohol,  higher 
iic'ids  such  as  tartaric  and  succinic,  various  esters,  albuminous  substances,  &c.,  are 
produced  solely  by  acetous  fermentation,  wood  vinegar  being  only  employed  in  cer- 
tain arts.'  'Wood  vinegar  is  not  u-ed  in  cooking,  as  it  lacks  those  substances  which 
render  ordinary  vinegar  palatable.' 

So  far  as  ordinary  or  table  vinegars  are  coneernetl,  this  definition  is  in  harmony 
witli  the  jutwent  Canadian  standards  for  vinegar. 

If,  however,  tlie  only  difference  between  pure  dilute  acetic  acid,  and  true  vinegar, 
i-(  the  absence  of  llavouritig  matter  in  the  former,  would  it  not  be  possible  to  make  a 
satisfactory  artificial  vinegar,  fulfilling  every  requisite  of  healthfulness,  by  adding 
to.  pure  dilute  acetic  acid,  the  necessary  flavours? 

That  the  (jucstion  asked  is  of  importance  appears  from  the  facts  that  (1)  the 
.\i!uItoration  Act  is  not  intended  to  handicap  the  manufacture  and  sale  of  ehoiip 
ffiods  so  long  as  these  are  wholesome;  (2)  it  is  well  known  that  much  of  the  vinegar 
•  111  tho  market  is  actually  made  in  wliole  or  part,  from  acetic  acid,  without  acknowl- 
edgement c'  the  fact;  (3)  it  is  difficult,  or  even  impossible,  by  chemical  analysis  to 
detect  small  additions  of  acetic  acid  to  fermentation  vinegars.  Hence  the  necessity 
i.f  estalili  "infir  I'efinite  limits  of  variation  for  the  different  species  of  vinegar  found 
in  the    u.

Although  I  am  not  aware  that  the  datum  has  been  formally  established,  it  would 
appear  from  the  findinifs  in  U.S.A.  vs.  One  hundred  barrels  vinegar  (Notice  of 
.Judgment  No.  1159)  that  Cider  vinegar  should  have  a  glycerin  content  between  0-24 
and  0.4C  per  lOOcc. 

Qualitative  tests,  such  as  the  character  of  the  residual  solids  and  the  ash,  with 
regard  to  potash  content,  colour,  viscidity,  odour,  solubility,  &c.,  are  more  or  less 
ehnracteristic.    Cider  vinegar*  also  give  a  decided  precipitate  with  lead  acetate.

It  is  my  belief  that  all  genuine  Cider  vinegars  will  be  found  to  respond  to  the 
above  requirement*.  It  is  <iuite  possible  to  prepare  surrogate*  which  might  meet 
these  standards ;  but  in  the  present  state  of  our  knowledge,  they  represent  the  most 
effective  check  upon  fraudulent  imitations. 

Malt  ViNtxiAR. 

This  is  defined,  for  the  United  States  of  America,  as  follows:— 
Is  the  product  made  by  the  »lcoholic  and  subsequent  acetous  fermentation,  with- 
out distillation  of  an  infusion  of  barley  malt,  or  cereals  whoso  starch  has  heen  con- 
verted by  malt;  is  dextro-rotatory,  and  contains,  in  lOOcc.,  not  less  than  4  grammes 
of  acetic  acid;  not  less  than  2  gramme'*  of  solids,  and  not  lt»<8  than  0-2  gramme  ash. 
The  water  soluble  ash  from  lOOcc.  contains  not  less  than  9  milligrammes  of  phos- 
phoric acid  (P2O5),  and  requires  not  less  than  4cc.  of  deci-normal  acid  to  neutralize 
its  alkalinity. 

Very  few  analyse*  of  malt  vinegars,  of  undoubtea  genuineness,  are  on  record. 
Ilehncr  quotes  the  following  (1)  : —

These  results  may  be  taken  to  justify  in  the  main,  the  standards  adopted  by  the 
U.S.A.;  while  establishing  the  facts  that  (1)  Solids  may  occasionally  fall  slightly 
below  2  per  cent.;  (2)  The  alkalinity  of  the  i^oluble  ash  from  lOOcc,  may  occasion- 
ally be  less  than  4cc.  N/10. 

I  have  not  a  sufficient  number  of  analyses  of  accredited  Malt  vinegars  at  command 
to  enable  me  to  feel  justified  in  accepting  the  above  standards,  or  advising  their  legal

important  to  ascertain  where  and  to  what  extent,  .leviation  from  these  consUnt*  hu 
been  found  in  samples  which,  upon  the  whole  results  of  analysis,  are  judged  to  be 
penuine.

Of  34  samples  of  Mnlt  Vinegar  believed  to  be  genuine, 
Solids  are  less  than  2  per  cent  in  6  samples.

These  results  indicate  that  the  standards  for  soluble  phosphoric  acid  and  f  r 
alkalinity  of  soluble  ash  are  probably  too  high;  that  solids  may  be  slightly  less  th,  n 
2  per  cent  in  Malt  vinegar,  and  that  a  copious  lead  precipitate  may  not  invariably  M 
obtained.

The  Second  International  ("engross  for  the  Repression  of  Frauds,  held  in  Paris, 
October,  1909,  defined  Wine  vinegar  as  exclusively  the  product  of  the  acetous  fer 
mentation  of  wine. 

It  is  quite  evident  that  Wine  vinegar  should  not  be  confounded  with  Spirit  vine- 
gar. This  last  is  -he  pniduct  of  the  acetous  fermentation  of  diluted  alcohol;  anl 
should  be  distinctively  named.  It  appears,  from  the  present  report,  that  most  of  the 
so-called  White  Wino  vinegar  sold  in  Canadu  is  really  Spirit  vinegar,  being  made  bj 
the  acetious  fermentation  of  distilled  api -it.  This  is  evident  from  the  low  solids  and 
ash,  as  well  as  from  other  constants.  The  results  of  examination  of  61  samples  sold 
as  Wine  vimgar  may  be  summarized  thus: —

In  the  absence  of  standards  fo-  the  article,  I  am  unul.lc  to  designate  .  ny  of  tne 
151  sample,  h.  rein  nportcd.  as  .  'nlicratod.  .  xcopt  in  so  far  aa  they  fail  to  meet  the 
requirements  of  the  fifth  schedule  to  the  Adulteration  Act.  Even  here  it  is  open  to 
question  whether  a  fermented  vinegur  to  which  acetic  acid  has  been  added,  would  ne 
held  adulterated  by  the  courU.  It  might  still  \>c  regBrd.vl  as  e«ential  y  a  fermen  a- 
tion  product.  The  report  is  intended  to  show  what  vii.. nar  is.  as  -old  in  Canada; 
and  to  furnish  material  for  the  establishing  of  standards  for  the  article.  A  scheme 
of  standards  was  outlined  in  Bulletin  233  (April,  1011).  and  it  is  hoped  that  the 
information  herein  given  may  enable  your  Advisory  Board  to  reach  conclusions  in 
this  matter. 

I  beg  to  recommend  publication  of  thi<  report  us  Bulletin  235.
